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Rogers Urges 
Payola Be Made 
Federal Crime 


Asserts Rigged T V 


Shows Perpetrated 


Hoax on Nation 


AUGUSTA. Ga. 
CAP» — Atty 
Gen. William P. Rogers reported 
Thursday that rigged TV shows 
perpetrated a gigantic hoax on 
the nation and theat federal agen­ 
cies failed to use fulfy their power 
to combat corruption. 
Rogers said this power is ad- 
quate to take care of abuses, de­ 
ception and corruption — that no 
substantial 
new 
legislation 
is 
needed. But he did urge that pay­ 
ola-undercover payments of em­ 
ployes of broadcasting stations— 
be made a federal crime, and that 
federal sanctions over broadcast­ 
ers be expanded. 
Not Subject To Regulations 
And he waved at television and 
radio networks the possibility that 
legislation could be enacted later 
to bring them under direct govern­ 
ment regulation. They are not sub­ 
ject to such regulations now—only 
individual stations. 
The report was made to Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, who requested it 
last October after the extent of 
the TV quiz show rigging had be­ 
gun to emerge. 
It credited the 
Federal 
Com­ 
munications and Trade Commis­ 
sions and the broadcasting and 
advertising industries wnh having 
taken an active interest in clean­ 
ing up corruption and deception. 
But Rogers still cracked a whip 
over all of them. 
He said that “ while advertising 
revenue must continue to serve 
a» 
the 
economic base 
for 
the 
»broadcasting» industry, it should 
not be 
permitted 
to overwhelm 
* it.’* 
He said that under existing law 
the government had “ substantial 
means to combat the excesses of 
commercialization 
in 
broadcast­ 
ing” but “ those means do not ap­ 
pear to have been used as effec­ 
tively as they can be.” 
Used Authority Sparingly 
He said the FCC clearly has 
authority 
to 
consider 
deceptive 
program s and advertising in con­ 
nection with licensing of stations 
but “ the commission 
has 
used 
this authority sparingly in recent 
years.” 
Among other things, Rogers rec­ 
ommended that the FCC consider 
adopting regulations which would 
“ require some guarantees of hon­ 
esty with respect to matter that 
is broadcast.” He said that sta­ 
tions could be required to obtain 
from networks, the networks from 
independent, 
outside 
producers, 
warranties that a contest program 
is what it purports to be. 
What Rogers was proposing con­ 
trasted with some of the offhand 
impressions Eisenhower 
had 
at 
the time he asked R o g e r s to 
made the study of a b u s e s in 
broadcasting. 
At a news conference in Augus­ 
ta, Oct. 22, the President told a 
questioner that if there was TV

Year have quit echo ing, a calm er kind o f 
wi&hrng begins. 
They are wishes fo r a Hap p y New Year with­ 
in reaso n. 
At the turn o f the sixth decade, it’s within 
reaso n to believe the W estern p o wers do no t 
want to start a war and that the Asiatic 
p o wers are decades away fro m cap acity to 
wage war. 
There will be no p eace in the sense o f an 
absence o f disagreem ents and belligerency, 
but it seems likely there may be no war in 
1960. 
It seems likely, to o . that there may be in 
1960 so me slight p ro gress to ward wider reco g. 
nitio n o f the dignity o f mankind. 
Whether the p ro gress is made o nly in this 
co untry, o r in o ther co untries as well, it will 
be a net gain in the lo ngest, hardest struggle 
men have waged — the struggle to be m easur­ 
ed fo r what they are wo rth as individuals, re­ 
gardless o f the co lo r o f their skins, what they 
believe and what their ancesto rs believed. 
It is unlikely there will be any large-scale

THE NEW YEAR p ro mises to bring further 
sdvanies in mass understanding o f p ublic fi- 
nanies.

The steel industry’s hard fight to rep ress 
further do llar-cheap ening by ap p easing unio ns 
with wages bo o sts that canno t be justified by 
p ro ductivity has stiffened the determinatio n o f 
o ther industries to call fo r sho wdo wns o n a 
dangero us p ractice. 
It may be p o ssible fo r wage earners to see 
clearly befo re the end o f 1960 that buying 
p o wer is the o nly dep endable gauge o f earn­ 
ing p o wer — that devalued do llars are a fraud 
to take the value o ut o f savings. 
The imp o rtant thing abo ut inflatio n is to re­ 
p ress it — no t to sto p inflatio n, thereby induc­ 
ing deflatio n, but to slo w do wn inflatio n and 
keep it fro m running away.

Not Talking Becomes a Crime

Whittling (Hit a legal p recedent against the 


diehard o p p o sitio n o f o ther lawyers 
with 


o ther knives to sharp en and o ther p recedents 


to whittle is no t easy. 


But it is the way a go vernment o f law 
evo lves fro m imaginatio n to p ractice. No o ne 
can o verestim ate the im p o rtance o f the p rece­ 
dent whittled o ut when the U.S. D ep artm ent 
o f Justice p ersuaded a federal grand jury 
in New Yo rk City to reach a verdict o f guilty 
against 20 defendants charged with a co n­ 
sp iracy o f silence. 


All the defendants were susp ected o f hav­ 
ing underwo rld co nnectio ns that had caused 
them to assem ble, alo ng with do zens o f o ther 
at the co untry ho me o f the late Jo sep h Bar­ 
b ara near Ap alachin, N.Y., o n No v. 14. 1957. 
Their acco unts o f why they were there were 
so absurd it was o bvio us they were co nceal­ 
ing the8 ,to reaso n. This becam e the basis 
far the D ep artm ent o f Justice's attem p t to 
establish the legal p recedent that no t talking 
can be a crim e if it amo unts to a co nsp iracy 
to co nceal evidence. 
Since it is a crim e p unishable by death in 


the underwo rld to talk o ut o f turn and a crim e 
that may be p unishable by lo ng imp riso nment 
and heavy fines to talk in turn, a crim inal 
wo uld be hung up by the thumbs every time 
he was asked a questio n. 
The go vernment, if it is do ing 
its 
jo b, 
always kno ws who the p rime susp ects are in 
crim inal activities. Its handicap always has 
been lack o f evidence against the susp ects. 
With this new p recedent, it co uld shift its 
handicap to the sho ulders o f the ausects by 
asking them to tell what they knew. If they 
knew so mething and refused to divulge it, 
they wo uld be in tro uble 
A p recendent o f this imp o rtance will be 
> fo ught to o th and nail by legalists. But o ther 
legalists will fight equally hard to set it up . 
That is the way it is sup p o sed to be under a 
go vernment o f law. 
The law reflects what the p eo p le who live 
under it have agreed o n as p ublic p o licy. 
In the United States, in the middle o f the 20th 
century, p ublic p o licy 
is

against 
defendants who frustrate law by refusing to 
tell what

kno w 
abo ut 
co nsp iracies 
against law.

Prudent M an Amid Field Of Profligates 


mo re “co mp arable” with co mp et­ 
ing p ro fit-making businesses. 
But bills to decrease the tax ad­ 
vantages o f mutual gro up s —sav­ 
ings. building and lo an, casualty 
and fire insurance — p ro bably will 
no t make it in 1960 — fo r lack o f 
time. 


THERE IS gro wing p ressure to 
change taxes o n cap ital gains. But, 
again, no results are likely in 1960. 
There's stro ng thinking that so me 
sto ck p rice 
increases sho uld 
be 
co nsidered p art cap ital gains — 
p art current inco me. 
So me Co n­ 
gressmen wo uld exemp t a seller 
fro m any tax — even cap ital gains 
- i f he reinvested the mo ney with­ 
in 90 days. 
There wrill be a mo ve to make 
state and lo cal bo nds subject to 
federal taxatio n. This also wo n't 
p ass in 1960. 
If yo u invest so me o f yo ur mo n­ 
ey abro ad, yo u have a fairly go o d 
chance this year to get so me tax 
relief. Best p o ssibility: taxatio n o n­ 
ly o n p ro fits returned to the U.S. 
There will be a battle to get o il, 
gas, brick and cem ent co mp anies 
to p ay mo re taxe^ — by reducing 
what they can deduct fo r using 
up their raw m aterial reso urces. 
This wo n't p ass fo r o il and gas. but 
it likely will fo r brick and cement. 


SOME GROUPS have stro ngly 
urged that every ho me o wner p ay 
an inco me tax o n what wo uld be a 
“fair rental value” fo r his ho me. 
There's no chance this will p ass. 
No r will the p ro p o sitio n that do na­ 
tio ns to charity be no lo nger de­ 
ductible. 
T h e r e’s 
increasing 
p ressure, 
ho wever, fo r taxing so me inco me 
o l tax-exemp t institutio ns. Exam ­ 
p le: the inco me fro m a p a r t m e nt 
o uildings o wned by co lleges. But 
actio n, if any, wo n't co me until 
1961 o r 1962. 
There’s mo unting co ncern o ver 
abuses in exp ense acco unts. One 
examp le 
that 
wo rries Co ngress­ 
men: the rep o rted rental by a big 
co mp any o f a high-p riced Flo rida 
mo tel fo r tax-free vacatio ns 
fo r 
key emp lo yes. Actio n o n exp ense 
acco unts, ho wever, will p ro bably 
be delayed until so me future year. 
To sum up : a lo t o f talk abo ut 
taxes in i960 — less actio n. Mo st 
o i whatever few changes are made 
wo n't ap p ly until 1961. 


Frequently Harry F. Byrd seems 
to stand o ut almo st 
alo ne — a 
p rudent man amid a field o f p ro fli­ 
gates. Fo r this he sho uld be re­ 
m em bered years hence, when o ur 
descendents are still p aying fo r the 
extravagances o f o thers. 
His co nsistent reaso n sho uld be 
fresh when the o utp o urings o f mo st 
o f his co lleagues are buried fro m 
rem em brance in so me dank cel­ 
lar o f the Library o f Co ngress. 
Mo st recently, the Virginia sena­ 
to r has made p ublic his co rres­ 
p o ndence with Secretary o f Co m­ 
m erce Frederick H. Mueller o n the 
m atter o f o ur federal highway 
p ro gram . What he has 
to 
say 
abo ut an “ inexcusable 
m ess” 
is 
lucid, co ncise, and trenchant. 


AS CHAIRMAN o f the Senate Fi­ 
nance Co mmittee. Byrd must strive 
to see that the fiscal integrity o f 
the federal go vernment 
is 
p re­ 
served. In acco mp lishing this, he 
has so metime to p erfo rm o nero us 
tasks. 
In the last sessio n he fo und it 
necessary to steer a bill to p as­ 
sage increasing the federal gaso ­ 
line tax and diverting general rev­ 
enue to the Highway Trust Fund. 
This was an exp edient which he 
ho p es will no t be p ermanent, fo rced 
by develo p ments arising fro m the 
1958 interstate highway legislatio n 
with its 90-10 matching fo rmula— 
the federal go vernment p utting up 
$90 fo r each $10 sup p lied by the 
states. 
In his letter to the secretary. 
Sen. Byrd underlines the fact that 
last year: “Federal sp enders aban. 
do ned the highway p ay-as-we-go 
p o licy and go rged themselves o n 
autho rizatio ns and allo catio n.” 
No o ne invo lved, he p o ints o ut, 
can escap e blame lo r what was 
do ne : 
“The administratio n ap ­ 
p ro ved it. 
Co ngress 
enacted 
it. 
States were amenable and let the 
co ntracts. Co ntracto rs bid o n the 
p ro p o sals. They all knew they were 
bankrup ting the fund.” 


ESSENTIALLY, the 1958 legisla­ 
tio n p ut an irresistible lure in the 
hands o f federal sp enders. 
The states have fallen 
to the 
temp tatio n o f acquiring large sums 
o f federal mo ney wi‘h 
relatively 
small state o utlays. Systems were 
launched p recip ito usly. 
And 
this 
has been do ne with little tho ught 


given to the devio us evils o f the 
temp tatio n. 
To 
date, 
the 
interstate 
p ro ­ 
gram has sho wn many o f the hap ­ 
hazard and wasteful characteristic 
o f a crash p ro gram. 
Rights-o f-way acquisitio n 
c o js 
exceed what they sho uld be. Co l­ 
lusio n and fraud have been made 
easier than under a p ro gram o f 
meeting highway needs mo re grad­ 
ually and efficiently with available 
funds. 
There is also the p resence o f in­ 
o rdinately exp ensive ro ads, “dream 
designs 
w i t h o u t 
limit o n ex­ 
p enses.” 
In brief, Byrd p o ints o ut that 
the Clay Co mmissio n in 1954 esti­ 
m ated the interstate system sho uld 
co st 23 billio n do llars. “No w the 
p ro gram has been revised and the 
estim ate raised to $39,90'\00<),000 
. . . o r mo re than 73 p er cent -n 
five years.” 


IN JANUARY 1961 the secretary 
o f co mmerce must p resent a new 
estim ate with a rep o rt o n finding 
and reco mmendatio ns to Co ngress 
Sen. Byrd's letter asks Secetary 
Mueller to deal frankly with the 
size and exp edited schedule o i tiie 
interstate system and the p o ssibil­ 
ity o f 
o vertaxing 
the 
financial, 
technical and adm inistrative facil­ 
ities at the state, 'o cal, and fed­ 
eral levels. 


“ 1 ho p e strengthening financial 
co ntro l thro ugho ut all levels o f go v­ 
ernm ent will no t await yo ur 1961 
rep o rt,” Byrd says. He ho p es fo r 
Co mmerce D ep artm ent co -o p era­ 
tio n with the 
Bureau 
o f Public 
Ro ads and the General Acco unting 
Office. 


Byrd's o bservatio ns deserve wide 
attentio n. They sp ring 
fro m 
50 
years o f wo rk fo r so und, p ro gres­ 
sive highways. He is largely cred­ 
ited with the develo p ment o f Vir­ 
ginia’s state highway system. 
As go verno r he achieved 
suc­ 
cessful financing and adm inistra­ 
tio n o f ro ads befo re he went to 
the Senate in 1933. His exp erience 
and best thinking is that co ntinu­ 
ing, so und p ro gress can be made 
in meeting o ur highway transp o r­ 
tatio n requirements with a m axi­ 
mum o f efficiency and eco no my 
and a minimum o f no nessentials 
and p ro fiteering o n a “p ay-as-we- 
go ” basis.

Here Are Eye-Openers on Sleeplessness 


At one time or another, each of 
us runs into some disturbance of 
sleep. We may have trouble drop­ 
ping off. Or we may fall asleep 
as soon as our heads touch the

think it’s much worse than it real­ 
ly is. A few minutes of wakeful­ 
ness seems like an hour, an hour 


like half the night. Go with any 
doctor on his hospital rounds and 
you’re sure to run into a difference 
of opinion between the night re­ 
ports of patient and nurse. 
The chart says “Slept well. Com­ 
fortable night.” 
The nurse claims the report re­ 
fers to the patient who insists that 
the very opposite is nearer t h e 
truth. 
The patient claims 
the 
report 
m ust refer to the nurse who. if 
this vei'Sion is correct, has appar­ 
ently m astered the art of sleep­ 
walking. 


WHATEVER the truth and what­ 
ever the type of insomnia, the re­ 
sult is more or less the sam e: the 
sufferer gets up heavy-headed and 
irritable. It’s as hard to get mus- 


cles and brain to function as it 
is to start a motor on a sub-zero 
morning. 
Some time during the day, eye­ 
lids get heavy, eyes sm art and 
head droops. Then the proverbial 
40 winks make things worse rath ­ 
er than better. 
In this day and age. the first 
thought of the victim of insomnia 
is a presciption for sleeping m ed­ 
icine, now sold by the ton to peo­ 
ples throughout the civilized world. 


LET ME EXPLAIN why I think 
this should be a last thought. 
F irst as regards sleeping med­ 
icines and the act of taking sleep­ 
ing medicines: 
Most and perhaps all effective 
sleeping medicines tend to produce 
addiction. That is to say they cre­ 
ate a true drug dependency as 
evidenced by the fact that the in­ 
somniac requires larger and larg­ 
er doses to obtain the desired ef­ 
fect. 
In some cases if deprived of the 
accustomed dose, he develops with­ 
draw al symptoms 
such 
as 
ner- 


vousness, restlessness and e v e n 
convulsions. 


IN ADDITION to true drug ad­ 
diction, the act of taking sleeping 
medicines tends to become a hab­ 
it. 
A3 night approaches, the insom­ 
niac becomes increasingly fearful 
of the approach of bedtime. If the 
sleep “ crutch” is not immediately 
at hand, this fear may grow to 
panic proportions. 
Sometimes the fear may be eas­ 
ed and panic avoided by provid­ 
ing the patient with a blank dose 
that looks and tastes like the reg­ 
ular medicine 
except 
that 
the 
drug is omitted. 
In another column, I’ll have sug­ 
gestions for the conquest of sleep­ 
lessness.
